A Minute With The Minister 



One of the pictures of the 
early church helps to describe its 
tremendous power and success* 
The writer Luke portrays a sig¬ 
nificant characteristic ox the ear¬ 
ly Christians in Acts 1:13, "Where 
they were in the habit of meet¬ 
ing”. 

Here, as on so many occas¬ 
ions in history, we see a great 
volume of traffic going over a 
fixed bridge of habit, Halford E. 
Luccack states that the early 
church was suspended between two worlds. New 
purposes, plans, associations, all were in an unde¬ 
termined future. "The one tiling to which they 
clung 1 ', says Dr. Luc cock, "was a fixed habit of 
meeting together”. Because this habit was fixed, 
the emerging Christian church found a bridge by 
which it could cross the chasm of uncertainty. 


Reflection on the enormous contribution made 
to the world’s spiritual destiny by the continuance 


of habit in a perilous time sets in a new light the 
old subject of church-going. 

Many have succumbed to a soft and speciously 
"liberal” attitude on the question of church attend¬ 
ance. To insist on church attendance as something 
of really vital import seems somethow to smack of 
a narrow "Puritanism”. Today many thank God in 
complacent terms that they are not like their be¬ 
nighted ancestors! who actually regarded regular 
attendance at church as a Christian duty. The re¬ 
sult of this loose thinking is that, in our own turbu¬ 
lent period, when one world is dead and another 

g owerless to be bom, the church is without a "fixed 
ridge of habit” across which it can make new jour¬ 
neys into a fairer future. 

To have every member of our church worship¬ 
ping in the sanctuary every Sunday and at home 
every day is the objective of the Worldwide Church 
Attendance Movement. If you really believe that 
the "Answer is God” for you and for others, "fix a 
bridge of church attendance habit” for you and 
your family to enter new spiritual experiences dur¬ 
ing 1956.

Permission has just come from Moscow for me to bring a party of 
50 educators, lecturers and ministers this summer to Russia. 

We expect to fly from New York June 20 to spend 10 days in 
England for lectures at Toynbee Hall by British leaders with 
visits to Canterbury, Oxford and Stratford. Then five days 
in France and a visit to Bonn and Berlin. With a possible 
stop in Warsaw we fly from Berlin July 13 to visit Mobcow, 
Leningrad and Kiev and study conditions in Russia. We then 
fly from Paris to New York on August 1. The total cost of 
the whole trip, including Russia will be $1590* 

As this is the first time in 16 years that we have been per¬ 
mitted to enter Russia - since 1939> the beginning of World 
War II - I am thrilled, personally, to be able to make this 
trip on which we expect to learn so much. I hope that you 
can go yourself, or if not, that you will pass this letter 
on to some friend who writes or speaks and will be able to 
make full use of this rare opportunity.

Iwould 
surely have loved to have heard yoji speak at that convention end also to 
have been at the dinner for you. I was so interested and thrilledover the 
emphasis in the convention on World Peace.i do hope the Desmoines conventin 
will continue that emphasis. 

Im sending you 'most every thing I've written on the subject. 

I don't know why except that I just want to share them with someone who is 

as vitally interested as I am in the subject and who is doing a g rest deal 
more than I can ever hope to do to influence people in it, and if there are 
any ideas in them that you have not used, you're welcome to use them in any 

way you want to. They have never been published, except for the little 

"Letter to the Editor"which was not a paid thing, and there are no strings 
attached. 


I have tried to do what I can about it. I have sent my articles 


and letters to a lot of publications but to no avail except for the one in 
our own newspaper. I did have a nice tetter from Dr. B uckner, which I 
appreciated very much. I have presented my papers to Qommunity and church 
groups, and talked to my circle and S.P. class along these lines. Some of 
the women are especially thrilled about it but their husbands usually 
squelch their ardor.

Perhaps you saw it in Peter Edson’s column, Feb. ?8th 
Edson said, "Zellerbach and Peter sno recommend that economic aid be put on 
it's own feet instead of subordinating it to military support as is now 
done to make it acceptable to Congress. H oward C-Peteren ®s President of" 
the Fidelity Philadelphia Trust Co. Zellerbach served as President o' p the 
Marshall Plan mission in Italy, and Peterson served as counsel and ass’t 
secretary of the army in World War 2.

De ar Kirby : 

I am thrilled at the prospect for a wonderful week-end for our married 
young adults at Camp Colby May 25, 26 & 27. 

The main reason, of course, is that you are to have the assembly talks 
on "The Use of the Bible" or similar theme for background, each talk to be 
followed by four discussion groups on the use of the Bible in particular 
areas^ of thought and life, yours being "The Use of the Bible in a Revolutionary 
World" (meaning changing social relationships and international relations). 

Byron Beshler is handling the group on "The Use of the Bible in Personal 
Religious Growth", and Milton Oabrielson thinks that he can do "The Use of the 
Bible in Family Life." "The Use of the Bible in a World of Science" is still 
without a leader; but we should come up with one after tomorrow evening's com¬ 
mittee meeting. 

Now for the $64,000 question about which I am mainly writing this: 

V<e want a faculty conference for the leaders of all six week-end confer¬ 
ences, including three to be held Labor Day week-end. The purpose is to think 
through our approach to the general subject, and help the discussion leaders 
gain some sense of direction, at the same time coming to some agreement as to 
the boundaries of each area of subject matter, or some approximation to such. 

The only subject not included above is "The Use of the Bible in Preparation 
for Marriage", which will be substituted for the family theme in the unmarried 
conferences. Our thought here is not a slavish following of Bible texts, but 
the living of Bible principles and suoh commitment to the central Person in the 
Bible as to undergird marriage. 


Your ability to think clearly and deeply, and to guide the thinking of 
a group prompts us to ask if you would be good enough to lead our faculty con¬ 
ference. We think that the best time would be Saturday, April 21, from 2:00 to 
perhaps 5:00 p.m., if you are free then. Part of the time might well be spent 
in groups according to subject, and part in groups by camps.

Dear Kirby: 

This is just a brief note to express my very real 
gratitude for what you did for us in Montclair 
yesterday afternoon and evening. It was indeed good 
to have seen you and to have noted how life has been 
so kind to Mrs. Page and yourself. The years have 
touched you very lightly indeed. And I am venturing to 
hope that some good providence may make our paths to 
cross oftener in the future. 

There seem to be two distinct results coming from your 
visit. In the first place you reminded us of 
something we people of religion are likely to forget 
i. e. that God is still with us in this battle and 
that this God has plenty of time and in the end is 
going to win. And in the second place you indicated 
that although we are a small group, there is something 
we can do about world conditions. You restored hope 
a id confidence after giving some of us a lively sense 
of personal sin. And for this we are grateful. 

The discussion of the afternoon session proved to be 
the most stimulating experience in the field of soul-search¬ 
ing which has come to many os uf in years.

Am praying for modesty and humility as I pen-draft this letter for mimeographing. 
It is being mimeo^rap^ed^t° save time. However, it is being written very personally 
to you and toJ mSm nnsMiii AMB other people whom I respect so highly, and in whom I 
have so much confidence, that you and the others are being asked if your names may be 
placed in nomination as possible Trustees of God's Way Foundation. 

Since arriving in Washington on November 24, 195^, where I have been ever since, 
God has been guiding and blessing me so richly and so abundantly that I now have full 
faith and complete confidence that all the hopes, desires, and plans ever had will be 
fulfilled for helping to bring a Just and Lasting Peace to All the World, and for the 
actual realization of God's Kingdom in Human Society. 

NOT the greatest of these blessings is a conditional promise of Fifty Thousand 
Dollars ($50,000.00) for God's Way Foundation. God has sent thi6 promised gift "on a 
silver platter Out of the clear sky of heaven," figuratively speaking. True, because 
I have never even seen, much less met, the eighty-four year old woman who promised the 
gift; nor her son who has been a party to his mother's action. True, also, because 
the man who secured this promised gift for us, did so voluntarily, with absolutely no 
request or even suggestion from me. It came out of "whole cloth," as it were. He 
volunteered to do what he has done in less than three weeks after our first meeting, 
in a business relationship. 

A still greater blessing than the $50,000.00, if we can meet the conditions to 
receive it, is the friendship of this new-found friend who secured the prospective 
gift for us. He is one of the very few people, ever met in all my life, who can think 
in big enough terms, and who can see far enough into the future, to understand, to 
appreciate, and really to help on the things upon which I have been working for over 
forty-five years. 

0 

For example, he told me that his wealthy friend had assets of approximately 
Ninety Million Dollars ($90,000,000.00) of which she planned to dispose, in harmony 
with God's Will, before passing away; she, a woman of deep religious convictions. He 
made a definite effort to get her to transfer her entire estate to God's Way Foundation. 

On Saturday, Dec. 31> 1955* the son of the giver told our friend that he and his 
mother believed it will take about Twenty-five Million Dollars ($25,000,000,00) to 
properly underwrite a real beginning on the program of God's Way Foundation. He fur¬ 
ther said, "Fifty Thousand Dollars ($50,000.00) is all we care to promise until we 
know more about God's Way Foundation." This was an absolute miracle under the present 
status of this Foundation. 
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Our friend says that we must submit a certified copy of our Charter as a non¬ 
profit corporation of Michigan, a copy of our By-Laws, the date on which incorporated, 
a statement of all money received since that date, and a statement of how it has been 
spent. We must also furnish the names and some information concerning all of our 
Trustees. 

Of course you know, Just as well as I do, that one of the best things we could 
possibly submit would be a substantial list of regular givers of moderate, and even 
of small, sums. We have a few very faithful regular givers, but not enough of them. 

While making preparations for a trip to Detroit, just as soon as possible after 
January 1st, I fell and broke a rib and also broke a piece of bone off, yes, clear 
off, the top of my right hip bone. Also seriously sprained the ligaments between the 
top of the hip bone - and the hip joint. That is still the sorest spot. Have been laid 
up in the hospital and convalescing ever since. I now hope to start for Detroit, on 
not more than one crutch, on next Monday, March 5* No one but myself can find in our 
files the documents we need. Hence my trip to Detroit. 

Under separate c<ver, unsealed to save postage, two documents are being mailed to 
you. The one marked ,r A" with a pen should be read first. The first page of it is 
headed, "GOD'S CHOICE FOR PRESIDENT - Document No. II." 

Have only one copy of "Document No. I" here in Washington. It was printed in 
Detroit during the Summer of 195^* Shall mail you a copy of it soon after reaching 
Detroit. You will see that it must be revised somewhat before any more use is made 
of it. Certain dates in it mu6t be changed, because we did not secure enough money 
to go ahead at that time on the program outlined. 

Also from Detroit, and with "GOD'S CHOICE FOR PRESIDENT - A Program of Action," 
which is Document No. I, will be mailed to you a "SUPPLEMENT to God's Way News Letter 
No. 1, February, 1951*" When that "SUPPLEMENT" was mailed out, a four page printed 
document, containing two letters, was enclosed with it. This "SUPPLEMENT" and en¬ 
closure will let you know what this Foundation was doing in late 1950 and in 1951. 

With the document mentioned above as marked "A" with a pen, and being mailed to 
you now from Washington, is another marked "B". It should not be read until after 
you have read the one marked "A". It is addressed "To Any Interested Person ." You 
will see a close relation between the things set forth in both documents, expecially 
as noted In the last paragraph on page one of the one pen-marked "B". It was put into 
its present form especially for the woman rated as having an estate of about 
$90,000,000.00. It resulted in genuine interest on the part of the wealthy woman and 
her son and in the promised conditional gift of $50,000.00. 

We realize that a large amount of mimeographed and printed matter will be mailed 
for your careful consideration. You cannot read it all in one half hour or even in 
an hour. But you would not be worthy of nomination as a prospective Trustee of God's 
Way Foundation if you are not willing to read all of it, both carefully and prayer¬ 
fully. 

The program, set forth in the document pen-marked "B" and addressed "To Any Inter ¬ 
ested Person ," which aroused the interest, and a desire to cooperate, on the part of 
the wealthy woman and her son, will take probably fifty years and from Six Hundred 
Million Dollars ($600,000,000.00) to One Billion Dollars ($1,000,000,000.00) to bring 
an advanced degree of development. A program of such high ideals and such great mag¬ 
nitude is worthy of some of your time and best consideration. 

Perhaps the greatest blessing of all, and an opportunity to do much good on a bed¬ 
rock basis of changed individual human lives, came to me last June, also totally un¬ 
expected and unsolicited. A certain church of about one thousand members, St.Phillips 
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Baptiet Church, here in Washington, asketf for the privilege of ordaining me-to the 
Ministry and appointing me as an Assistant Pastor. What now seems to be developing 
but of that is truly amazing. It is too long a story to tell in this letter, already 
necessarily long. I nay write you about it at some later date. The two enclosed 
photographs show both the exterior and a part of the Sanctuary of this church. These 
pictures were made for the congregation from which the present Baptist congregation 
purchased the building about seven years ago. 


Please direct your reply to this letter to our Detroit office. I expect to be 
there for about a month. Hence, you do not need to make reply just over night. How¬ 
ever, we are depending on you for a reply, as soon as possible, stating definitely 
whether or not you.are willing to become a Trustee of God's Way Foundation and to 
serve in that capacity to the very best of your ability. 


According to our By-Laws, Trustees hold office for three years. Of course good 
Trustees can be reelected. They are elected for "staggered terms," so that only one-i. 
third go out of office or are reelected each year. 

Not having our records here in Washington, I do not know whether your first term 
as a Trustee would he for one, two, or three years. But, in any case, I hope you will 
consent to have me nominate you as a prospective Trustee, We expect to have a meeting 
of the Board for elections and reelections on approximately the middle of March. We 
hope for your reply by that time. 

If we meet the conditions and receive the $50,000.00 conditionally promised, it 
will be paid in cash and will be designated as endowment for permanent investment. 
Fifty Thousand Dollars, even if specially well invested, will not produce income suf¬ 
ficient for any large program. Therefore, we plan to let the income from it accumu¬ 
late, while we pray and work quietly for many, many voluntary gifts from $1.00 to 
$50,000.00 during the next, approximately, three years. 

By the end of three years, we hope to have enough money accumulated to make pos- 
sfle an ^ succes8 ^ u l a popular, nation-wide appeal for Three Hundred Million Dollars 
($300,000,000.00). Definite plans and techniques for securing that sum are already 
down in black and white on paper. As soon as we have even one-tenth of that sum, we 
can begin doing several things, including one most important thing, namely, the spec¬ 
ial training of the young men and young women, who will become Faculty Members in the 
two "Father" and "Mother" God's Way Learners Colleges and Academies. No one will ever 
be employed as a Faculty Member who has not had special previous training in the pur¬ 
poses, standards, and ideals of the great Family of God's Way International Education¬ 
al Institutions.

The following is the third revision of a document known as "GOD'S CHOICE FOR 
PRESIDENT/' Document No. II. 

Origin of this Document 

God, Himself, has produced the present form of this document, beginning defi¬ 
nitely on December 19, 195^* He has expressed Himself through the minds, souls, voices, 
and pens of a goodly number of. His totally committed servants. These totally commit¬ 
ted and devoted servants of both God and man have consciously accepted all of the 
twenty-six hereinafter stated Absolutes, which ledd to Perfection, as the definite 
goal and objective for their own individual, personal lives and for Society. 

Qualifications for God's Choice for President 

When Prime Minister Ramsay McDonald came from England to visit President Hoover 
in the Fall of 1929, a man, now a friend and officially a "Special Advisor" to God's 
Way Foundation, began thinking very specifically about the qualifications which should 
be demanded, by the people, in any person who aspires to the Presidency of "the United 
States or to any position of responsibility in any nation. 

When Dr. Norman Vincent Peale distributed thousands and thousands of small leaf¬ 
lets, during the Presidential Campaign of 1952, calling on all people to pray for 
"GOD'S CHOICE FOR PRESIDENT" to be elected, if not in 1952 then as soon as possible, 
this man gave still deeper study to the qualifications which God's choice for Presi¬ 
dent would necessarily have to have in order to be^ God's Choice. He has also been 
giving much thought as to how to find or to produce such a man and also how to get him 
into the White House. Some of his conclusions are set forth in the Document"'GOD'S 
CHOICE FOR PRESIDENT,' A Program of Action." (Document No. I in this Series.) 

This friend and "Special Advisor" wrote the first draft of the following docu¬ 
ment. He did so under the inspiration of God as well as the inspiration of Dr. 

Peale's action in 1952, and under the inspiration of a truly great article written by 
Mr. Edward W. Barrett and published in "This Week" Magazine on January 10, 195^-, en¬ 
titled, "NEEDED: A Crusade of All Faiths."

Citizenship, where people elect their Public Servants, is a great, serious, and 
sacred responsibility. 

^- s infinite, infallible, and all wise. However, He sets certain abso¬ 
lute standards toward which all people should strive. Jesus, himself, said, "Be ye 
therefore perfect, even as your Father who is in heaven is perfect." To meet that 
standard God's Choice for President, or for any other Public Officer, must be a Per¬ 
fectionist in both ideals and action. 


II. Qualifications for Good Citizens 


There are certain Absolutes toward which all electors and candidates for Public 
Office should strive. They are as follows: -- 


1. Absolute Love 

2 . Absolute Sane Altruism

All of the above, in the absolute degree, add up nearly to Absolute Perfection, 
to God, HIMSELF. Perhaps there are other Absolutes which should be made real in all 
human lives. However, the above will do for a good beginning. They are all in har¬ 
mony with all the laws of nature and of Nature's God. If people would live up to 
these Absolutes, there would be little or no need for human laws. God's laws are 
sufficient if only obeyed. 

All of the above Absolutes, and perhaps others, must be accepted and actually 
lived, as perfectly as possible with God's help, by anyone honestly trying to live 
the God Way of Life for Man. All Individuals and Religious Groups must accept and 
live all of these Absolutes in order to redeem the world from hypocrisy, chaos, and 
hell on earth. "The wages of sin is death, but the gift of God is eternal life." 
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When the above Absolutes are actually lived by a majority of people Socialism will 
disappear "like dew before the sun." All other evils will also thus be overcome with 
good -- God's method for redeeming the world. 

III. Changed Lives 

To possess all of these qualities, or Absolutes, most people, as individuals, 
must be changed. Human nature can be changed. That fact has been proved many, many 
times by and through the power and love of God working in individual lives. Jesus 
said to Nicodemus, "Except a man be born again, he can in no wise see the Kingdom of 
God." 


No matter how perfectly reborn or how completely changed , no sincere and proper¬ 
ly humble adherent of any Theistic Religion ever .claims perfection in the attainment 
of these Absolutes. However, all worthy members of any Church, Synagogue, Temple, 
Mosque, or other Religious Group, accept these Absolutes as the measuring sticks, as 
it were, for all their motives, thoughts, and actions. All such worthy people under¬ 
stand that they, themselves , are the ones who should be changed first, and then con¬ 
tinually be changed from day to day, toward higher and better things, as long as they 
live. 

IV. Perfection the Goal 

Perfection is the ultimate aim, end, or goal of the Divine Evolutionary Process 
set in motion in "the beginning" by God, Himself. By and through this process He 
brought the visible aspects or elements of the Universe into visibility out of In¬ 
visible Spirit, God, Himself. The invisible aspects or elements of the Universe are 
still the most important of all; for example, the atom, electricity, thoughts, and 
love. 


It is through this same Divine Creative Evolutionary Process that God anri man, 
using the power of Love and, working together, will finally bring all things to Per¬ 
fection. Perfection in all things is the goal of all worthy Theists. 

V. A Revolution of Love 

This Prayer Movement is truly revolutionary in the best sense. It goes to the 
very root of all human problems, namely, human nature. It seeks to help God change 
individual lives , as well as to help Him guide those lives after they have been trans 
formed. This is the only basic hope for the world. A better world can never be made 
by the coercion of man-made laws. Changed lives by the millions are the only right 
and final answer to the menace of Socialism. 

However, in the meantime, while millions and millions of lives are being trans¬ 
formed, The World Fellowship of Prayer and Crusade of All Faiths seeks, with God's 
help, to get and to help bad people to do good things, and good people to do still 
better things. 

If all the people, who accept and live even a major part of the above Absolutes, 
will treally trust and apply Absolute Love it will start a real Revolution in the 
world. A REVOLUTION OF LOVE. 

VI. Absolute Love 

Absolute or "Perfect Love casteth out all fear." 

No person really understands Absolute Love who does not trust it as an adequate 
defense and protection, even when being attacked to be killed by either a personal or 
a national enemy. 

Six States in America, namely, Maine, Michigan, Minnesota, North Dakota, Rhode 
Island, and Wisconsin have risen to that level of civilization where it is recognized 
that no human being has any moral right to kill another, not even as punishment for 
the worst of crimes, namely, murder. They have abolished capital punishment. 
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If even one half of all the Theists in the world really understood Absolute Love 
and would trust it as an adequate, as well as their most powerful, means of self- 
defense, they would soon change all Atheists in the world into Theists, as well as 
to transform the other half of the Theists, who have not yet learned to understand 
and to trust Absolute Love. 

VII. The Only Hope for Civilization 

Even the primitive steps already taken toward civilization can never be properly 
protected and lastingly preserved by human government or by military power. Only 
Spiritual Absolutes and Forces, chief of which is Love, can either preserve or im¬ 
prove civilization. 

Regardless of all other necessary qualifications required by God, in His Choice 
for President, and for all other Public Offices, it is clear that all such people 
should accept, and actually live to a high degree, all of the above Absolutes, es¬ 
pecially Love. This is the only hope for Civilization i It is also the Qhallenge of 
The World Fellowship of Prayer and Crusade" of All Faiths to all candidates for Public 
Office. 

VIII. Purpose s 

1. To help God change the lives of all individual people in the world, who are 
not already in a right relation to Him, and to help Him lead them to discover, to 
understand, to accept, and really to live the God Way of Life. For Christians, this 
means the Jesus Way of Life. 

2. To help God secure the actual living of the God Way of Life in all areas, 
fields, or aspects of human life, namely, in economics, in education, in philosophy, 
in religion, and in government. 

Of course it is important to find, and to place in the White House, God's Choice 
for President and His Choice in all other Public Offices. However, this can never be 
done until the above ba sic purposes are widely realized, and the following specific 
objectives are well on their way to complete attainment. 

IX. Objectives 

1. Through the realization of the above basic purposes, to help God fully es¬ 
tablish His Kingdom, a really civilized Society, on this earth by the year 2,000, if 
possible, but if not possible in so short a time, then surely by 3,000 A.D. 

2. To enlist everybody, especially young people , in this Crusade. 

X. Name 

THE WORLD FELLOWSHIP OF PRAYER AND CRUSADE OF ALL FAITHS has been chosen as the 
name for this Movement. This name has been chosen because it reaches out toward all 
people regardless of race, color, creed, or nationality. It welcomes to active par¬ 
ticipation all who will accept its Standards, Purposes, and Objectives. It is not a 
selfish movement. Quite properly it starts with ourselves, as individuals, to change 
ourselves, to "take the beams out of our own eyes" first, but the prayers offered and 
the work done will be for the entire world; not just for the U.S.A. alone. It is 
hoped that eventually this Prayer and Action Movement will spread to all nations. 

XI. The Place of God's Way Foundation in this Movement 

It will be the part or place of this Foundation to help all existing Theistic 
Religious Groups and Movements in America to undertake both an intensive and an exten 
sive Prayer Program for Righteousness in all Public Offices and, especially, for the 
placing of God's Choice for President in the White House at the earliest possible 
date. 
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XII. The Intensive Program 

1. To get at least five persons in every Church, Synagogue, Temple, Mosque, and 
other Religious Group in America, at least one of whom will meet with God in prayer 
at six o'clock on every Sabbath or Sunday morning, in his or her own place of Public 
Worship, from now until God's Own Real Choice for President is found and placed in 
the White House, and all other Public Offices are filled with God's Choices. 

2. To encourage all people to learn the blessing, and to acquire the discip¬ 
line, of early morning prayer. 

XIII. The Extensive Program 

To get as many people as possible in all Religious Groups to pray daily, regard¬ 
less of time and place, for the far-reaching Purposes and Objectives of this Great 
Prayer Movement. 

XIV. Prayer, Study , and Action 

In the beginning, an effort will be made to establish at least one Prayer Study 
Group, in addition to the Early Sunday Morning Fellowship of Prayer, in each Church, 
Synagogue, Temple, Mosque, and other Religious Group in the U.S.A. These Groups will 
spend the first half of each weekly session in the study of their own Sacred Scrip¬ 
tures and some good book which will help to focus the Will of God on current, every 
day, modern, human problems arising in both Society and Government. 

The second half of each weekly session will be devoted to prayer, (1) for the 
needs of members and friends of the Group, (2) for Righteousness in all aspects of 
both Society and Government, and (3) for God's Choice for President to be found and 
placed in the White House and His Choice for all other Public Offices to be elected 
at the earliest possible date. 


A Suggested Book 

As a first especially good book for study in connection with Prayers for God's 
Choice for President, perhaps no better book can be found than "The Christ of the 
American Road" by the well known and much respected World Evangelist,. Dr. E. Stanley 
Jones. It is a book so broad, generous, and loving in spirit that persons of all 
Faiths can study it with both pleasure and profit. 

If any person of any Faith finds anything in this book which he or she believes 
to be out of harmony with God's Will that person is requested to report, immediately, 
that fact, quoting the words in question, to God's Way Foundation. This Foundation 
will, in turn, promptly question the Author as to just what thought he was trying to 
express. The Foundation will then report to the person finding any such words. 

Neighborhood Groups 

As this Movement gets well under way, an effort will be made to establish Prayer 
Study Groups to meet in the homes of their members. Membership in such Groups will 
be determined geographically and not on any sectarian or partisan basis. These 
Groups, meeting in the homes of neighbors, will do much to reestablish the love and 
friendliness so common in early pioneer American homes. This will do much to help 
end both adult and juvenile delinquency. 

Action Groups 

In due time, out of the Prayer Study Groups, to be inspired by God and estab¬ 
lished by this Prayer Movement, will come Action Groups for both non-sectarian and 
non-partisan action in the interest of Righteousness in all aspects of both Society 
and Government. "Righteousness exalteth a nation, but sin is a reproach to any 
people." 
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XV. A Crusade of All Faiths 

All the Theistic Religions of the world agree on four common basic beliefs, 
namely: 

1. The Dignity and Sanctity of the Individuals; 

2 . The Brotherhood of Man; 

3. The Golden Rule; and 

4. The Fatherhood of God. 

The actual living of these Four Great Common Beliefs, will realize, or bring into 
visible manifestation, the Kingdom of God here and now on this earth. 

Most people are ignorant concerning the beliefs of other Faiths. A great Educa¬ 
tional and Spiritual Crusade is needed to inform people of all Faiths concerning the 
very wide area covered by their common beliefs. This Prayer Movement is undertaking 
to supply such information. 

The Fatherhood of God and the Brotherhood Of Man presuppose Absolute Love; "love 
that casteth out all fear" of race, or class, or creed, or nationality. If motivated 
by love and properly informed about each other, people of all Faiths can and will pray 
together and work together in helping God to get all people actually to live in har¬ 
mony with, and true to, all four of the above common beliefs. 

XVI. A Great World Need 

The world does not need an organic union between, or among, the various sects or 
denominations within any or all of the historic Religions. It does not need the pro¬ 
selytizing of people from one denomination or Religion to another. What the world 
most needs today is to have all individuals so transformed or changed that they will 
accept and actually live the above stated Absolutes; so changed that they will live in 
harmony with, and true to, the four great common basic beliefs of all Theistic Reli¬ 
gions and through that sort of living discover, understand, accept and actually live 
the God Way of Life in all areas, aspects or fields of Society, on the one hand, 
namely, in economics, in education, in philosophy, and in religion, so far as Society 
is concerned; and also in Government, on the other hand, which is no natural, integral., 
or proper part of Society, according to God's Will and Plan for People. 

The World Fellowship of Prayer and Crusade of All Faiths is desinged to help God 
and consecreated, totally committed, people to meet the above great need and all of 
the other pressing needs of the world. 

Instead of organic union between or among various groups within Society, and be¬ 
tween or among Governments, they all do need 

Unit of Spirit 
Harmony of Purpose 
Free Cooperation in Activities 
Voluntary Coordination of Organization 

and 

Concentration of Power, Effort, and Influence by all Groups on changing indivi¬ 
dual lives and homes to conform to the Absolute Components of Perfection, which, in 
truth are all bound up in the Four Common, Basic Beliefs of all Historic Religions, 
and thus on the transformation of this World into an Actual Heaven. 

XVI., Evangelism 

The World Fellowship of Prayer and Crusade of All Faiths will foster a teaching 
type of both Pulpit and Personal Evangelism. 
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XVIII. Stewardship 

This Great Movement will always teach and encourage the Total Stewardship of 
Time, Life, and Possessions. Tithing is a good start in that, the right, direction. 

XIX, Waste 

People will be encouraged to eliminate all waste of all kinds from their lives. 
They will be inspired to use the money thus saved in helping to lead all people 
closer to God. This is really a part of Total Stewardship, but most people fail to 
recognize it as such unless called to their special attention. 

XX. Financial Support 

God's Way Foundation never has, and never will, indulge in any "high pressure" 
drive for money. It makes a "high quality" appeal to the hearts and pocket-books of 
God Believing and God loving people for voluntary gifts. 

Specifically, each early Sabbath or Sunday Morning Fellowship of Prayer and each 
Prayer Study Group is being asked to consider The World Fellowship of Prayer and 
Crusade of All Faiths as a distinctly "Home Mission" enterprise. They are requested 
to use the principle of "loving their neighbors as themselves," not better or not 
less, but a£ themselves. 

Each Fellowship of Prayer and each Prayer Study Group, as specified above, is 
requested to receive a voluntary love offering each week. They are requested to 
keep exactly one-half of all such offerings for use within their own Churches, Syna¬ 
gogues, Temples, Mosques or other Religious Groups according to their own desires and 
understanding of God's Will. A request is also made for the other half of all such 
offerings to be given to God's Way Foundation for the development and expansion of 
this truly great and deeply spiritual Prayer Movement, THE WORLD FELLOWSHIP OF 
PRAYER AND CRUSADE OF ALL FAITHS. To keep income even and steady a nd to avoid un¬ 
necessary bookkeeping and mailing of receipts each week, remittances should be made 
monthly and mailed to God's Way Foundation at 1348 Selden Avenue, Detroit 1, Michi¬ 
gan.

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EPILOGUE 


During the 1930s the friend and "Special Advisor" of God's Way Foundation, men¬ 
tioned in the "Foreword" of this document, became greatly interested in the Oxford 
Group originated by Dr. Frank Buchman, at Oxford, England, in about 1921. He joined 
the "Group" in Washington, D, C. in 1937- M R A, Moral Re-Armament developed out of 
the Oxford Group. The original draft of the foregoing body of this document was 
written on December 19, 1954, some nine days before the opening of the World Assembly 
of M R A in Washington, D. C. on December 28, 1954. 

Human Nature 

Human Nature, by nature, is Good. Human Nature, by nature, is the most change¬ 
able thing in the world. God made People in His own image as Sons and Daughters of 
Himself. In doing so He had to give them free choice. Otherwise they would not have 
been His Children. 

People by their own free choice, in the past, have chosen and can today, and in 
the future, choose either good or evil. After evil has been chosen, nothing but a 
person's own desire , as a staring point, followed by the power of God working in a 
human life, can change that person back into the image and likeness of God. 

All of the Theistic Religions of the world seek to change bad, or "fallen" people 
back into obedient Sons and Daughters of God. People who say, "Human nature cannot be 
changed," are either ignorant of the laws of life or else they speak thus as an excuse 
for not desiring themselves to be changed from bad to good. 

The writer of the "first draft" of the foregoing body of this document attended 
the World Assembly of M R A in Washington, D.C. from December 28, 1954, to January 14, 
1955* He was much inspired by that event. He began thinking back over his life to 
specific experiences which led him consiciously to accept certain Absolutes as goals 
toward which to strive and grow; and as measuring sticks, as it were, with which to

As funds become available, and the two original God's Way Learners Colleges 
and Academies have a full quota of 400 students each, with proper annual support, 
other similar institutions will be established in strategic locations in other 
parts of the world. This process of multiplication will continue until at least 
one such institution will be located in each nation. 

It always takes two parents to raise and train a family properly. So it will 
be with the great Family of God's Way Learners Colleges and Academies to be estab¬ 
lished all over the world. Of the first two such institutions, to be established 
simultaneously, one will bq the "Father*'and the other the "Mother" of this great 
Family of Non-Sectarian God's Way International Educational Institutions. 

The "Parent Institutions" will always be training schools in which to pre¬ 
pare young people to become Faculty Members in the'lSon and Daughter" institutions 
all over the world. 

The entire Family of God's Way Learners Colleges and Academies will always 
hold to all of the "Absolutes" set forth by the "World Fellowship of Prayer and 
Crusade of all Faiths." All of these Non-Sectarian God's Way International 
Educational Institutions will furnish superior training for the men and women who 
will go all over the world establishing Local Units of this great Fellowship and 
Crusade through which the adherents of all Religions will be encouraged and in¬ 
spired actually to live in harmony with, and true to, the four great beliefs 
which all Theistic Religions hold in common, namely; 

1. The Dignity and Sanctity of the Individual; 

2. The Brotherhood of Man; 

3. The Golden Rule; and 

4. The Fatherhood of God. 
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A location for the Father Institution has already been definitely selected* 

It is within one hundred miles of Washington, D. C.; in one of the most beautiful 
and historically important areas of America. Thomas Jefferson once stood on a 
stone near the site of the proposed campus and said, "This scene is worth a 
voyage across the Atlantic." 

The "Mother- Institution" will be located near the very heart of America's 
Capital. Several possible sites are being considered. The site most favored 
is, figuratively speaking, within "a stone's throw" of the Capitol Building it¬ 
self and only two blocks farther from the White House. 

These two "Father and Mother Institutions" will be as much definitely "One" 
as an ideal husband and wife always should be. Did not God say through one of 
his Inspired servants, "And for this cause a man shall leave his father and his 
mother and shall cleave to his own wife, and these two shall become one flesh?" 

The union of the potential Father and Mother in the very beginning will mark the 
founding of a great Family of God's Way Learners Colleges and Academies scattered 
all over the world. As time goes on, down through the centuries, undoubtedly 
there will be many grandchildren and even great-grandchildren of this original 
Father and Mother Institution 

This Father and this Mother of a Great Family will be OME in spirit, organi¬ 
zation, and purpose. Each will have exactly the same curriculum, same number of 
faculty members, and the same number of students. The "Father" will be located 
in or near a small community, where students will live in beautiful quiet sur¬ 
roundings, completely removed from the distractions of a Metropolitan City. 

The "Mother" will be located almost at the exact center of the original District 
of Columbia and near the very heart of Metropolitan Washington, 

All First and Third Year Academy, and all Freshman and Junior College 
Students will do their work in the Father Institution, in one of the most beau¬ 
tiful, inspiring, and secluded spots in America. All Second and Fourth Year 
Academy, and all Sophomore and Senior College Students will do their work in 
the Mother Institution. 

The above plan and arrangement will allow students coming from all over the 
world, to either the College or the Academy, to do their first and third years' 
work in surroundings of beauty and quietness. It will also give them the privi¬ 
lege of doing their second and fourth years' work within easy access of all of 
the interesting, historically important, and currently vital features of the 
Capital of one of the greatest nations of the world. 

We believe the above plan, for producing and training World Citizens, came 
as an inspiration from God, Himself. No human mind could conceive a better plan 
for getting some of the finest young people from all nations to really know and 
love each other, and then go back to their own homes, loyal to their own countries 
and, at the same time, understanding and appreciative of both people and places 
beyond their own borders. No better, or fundamentally basic, plan can possibly 
be devised for creating and perpetuating a Just and Lasting Peace throughout 
the entire world. 
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The very "first born child" in this great Family of Colleges and Academies 
is to be a "Floating" institution. In character, size, and purposes it will be 
a true reproduction of its parents. It will be housed on an atom powered ship. 

This ship will be specially designed and constructed to house a College and 
an Academy of 200 students each. It will have living quarters for all faculty 
members, students, and crew. Ample classrooms, laboratories, and an assembly 
room or Chapel will be provided. It will have a landing deck for airplanes. 

This feature will be provided to enable prominent people from all over the 
world to visit this International Educational Institution conveniently, for 
lecture and other purposes, at any time or place. This landing deck will also 
furnish an athletic field or exercise area for all persons on board. 

This ship, and Educational Institution will visit every nation in the 
world, which has a seaport, during the years required for either College or 
Academy students to complete a four-year course. 

At some time during those four years, all faculty members and students 
will also make visits to the Capitals of all inland nations which have no sea¬ 
ports; like Switzerland, for example. The education of our World Citizens and 
World Leaders would not be complete without a visit to this democratic, peaceful, 
and historically neutral nation, with all the things of international interest 
and importance in this famous little country. 

This atom powered ship, which will house the "first born child" of the 
Parent Institutions, will also carry the most complete and extensive exhibit or 
museum illustrating and emphasizing the possible present, and probable future, 
peaceful uses of atomic energy for the benefit of all mankind. 

It must be borne in mind, as stated near the bottom of page one, that, 

"all the students in all of these institutions will be specially trained to be¬ 
come leaders in a great 'Crusade of All Faiths'." 

The germ of this Crusade was created, on Christmas Day 1909, by the inspira¬ 
tion of God, in the mind of a man who is still a friend and Special Advisor of 
God's Way Foundation. This Foundation was conceived in the mind of a Detroit 
attorney some ten or fifteen years ago, as a means through which the dreams and 
plans, of this friend might be realized; plans for helping God transform this 
world into an actual sample of heaven. 

During the year 1910, much time, study, research, thought, and prayer were 
given to the nurture and growth of the "germ idea." On December 28, 1910, de¬ 
tailed plans were put down on paper for a truly great International University, 
later named in 1919, "The University of the Nations." 

Two world wars, a great world wide economic depression, and a break in the 
health of the man, in whose mind God created the germ of an idea for a great 
Crusade of All Faiths, has greatly delayed the active forward movement of this 
Crusade. However, the time is now rapidly approaching when it will go forward. 
The great and crying need today is for properly trained men and women to lead 
and direct it. The great Family of God's Way International Educational Institu¬ 
tion is dedicated, among other worthy objectives, to the discovery and proper 
training of such leaders. 
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Since the greatest and best Universities of the World really consist of a 
group of coordinated and cooperating Colleges, it may be that these God's Way 
Learners Colleges and Academies, scattered all over the world, may be so co¬ 
ordinated and may cooperate in such a way as to constitute, in principle at 
least, a "University of the Nations," 

However, none of the God's Way Colleges, will ever offer courses of study, 
or grant degrees-, beyond Bachelor of Arts, and Bachelor of Science Degrees, 

There is still a need in the world for a Graduate School, a Great University, 
such as was planned in 1910, to take the graduates of this Family of God's Way 
Institutions, and the graduates of many other of the best colleges of the world, 
and carry them on to any and all of the Higher Degrees ever offered by any uni¬ 
versity and to other higher degrees which the passing centuries may evolve. 

The men and women trained and inspired by the God's Way Learners Colleges 
and Academies will be the best people in the world to help God bring into being, 
on one adequate campus, "The University of the Nations" as conceived in 1910, and 
as developed and improved during succeeding years, under the guidance, inspira¬ 
tion, and power of God, 

Things are moving in the world today with atomic speed and power. The long 
suffering human race is now waiting breathlessly for the leaders of the nations, 
at least some of them, to turn to God and make a reality of total, simultaneous 
disarmament of all nations in all categories of weapons, on a safe basis. Human¬ 
ity is waiting with aching hearts for our world leaders to effect such total dis¬ 
armament, and to turn the gigantic sums of money, now being wasted on wars past, 
present, and future, into the actual, concrete realization of son^e of the good 
and practical dreams and plans of some of God's present day Sa\ins and Noblemen, 

One such Nobleman was Hendrik Christian Andersen; born in Norway; raised 
in Newport, Rhode Island, and educated in Boston, Paris, Naples, and Rome, He 
lived and worked in Rome from about the beginning of this Century until he passed 
on in 1939, 

During those years up to 1912, with the aid of some forty of the best artists 

and architects to be found, who were led and directed by the then Chief Govern¬ 

ment Architect of France, the late Ernest M, Hebrard, and his brother Jean, and 
with plenty of money, supplied through the cpoperation of the Cushing family in 
New York, Hendrik Andersen produced a monumental volume costing Six Hundred Dol¬ 
lars, ($600.00) per volume to produce, print, and distribute. 

During 1912 and 1913 copies of this great book, (13 inches by 18 inches in 

size and 2% inches thick) were presented by Mr. Andersen to all of the Kings, 

Prime Ministers and Presidents of the world, to other leading statesmen, and 
people of renown. Copies were also presented to all of the leading libraries of 
the world. This writer has consulted copies of this book in the Rare Book Room 
of the Library of Congress, in the Public Libraries of New York and Chicago, and 
in the Libraries of both Columbia University and the University of Michigan. 

Residents of our leading cities and the cities and towns having outstanding 
Universities, may easily examine copies of this book, by going to the libraries 
possessing copies, and asking for "Creation of a World Centre to Communication," 
by Hendrik Christian Andersen. 
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To see a copy of this book, to turn Its pages, to see the marvelous pictures 
in it, and to read even a few sentences in it, is worth far more than many base- 
ball and football games; and will cost one far less money, because these books can 
be examined free of any charge. 

This book does not contain the plans for the Capital of any nation, for any 
Super-Government, World State, or any United Nations which has any official or 
organic relation to the government of any nation on earth. 

But , it does contain, in much detail, the architectural plans for the Spirit¬ 
ual, Educational, Artistic, Scientific, and Physical Culture Capital of the En¬ 
tire World, 

The whole city is planned and designed in a masterful manner. No detailed 
description can be given here. All who can, should examine this monumental vol¬ 
ume for themselves. But, be it said here, that the International Centre propet, 
in the heart of the city of about one million people, includes an Art Centre, a 
Scientific Centre, an International University, a Physical Culture Centre, and an 
Avenue of the Nations. Along this Avenue will be buildings, provided by lovers 
of peace and all good things, from all the nations of the world. 

These buildings, among other things will house a perpetual World's Fair; a 
place where samples of all the animal, mineral and vegetable resources, of both 
raw materials and manufactured products, of various nations may be seen and ex¬ 
amined, This perpetual World's Fair will not only attract travelers and sight 
seers from all over the world, but will also promote commerce, trade, and under¬ 
standing among people from all nations. 

Just to illustrate the magnitude and completeness of Hendrik Andersen's 
vision, be it said that the Stadium, in the Physical Culture Centre is designed 
to accommodate the World Olympic Games and will seat 300,000 people. 

On the very days in early August 1914 when World War I was just breaking 
upon the world, Hendrik Andersen, his mother, and sister Lucy, just arrived from 
Rome, met in Newport, Rhode Island, the friend, and Special Advisor of God's Way 
Foundation, hereinbefore mentioned, who journeyed from South Dakota for that his¬ 
toric conference. 

As Hendrik Andersen sat in a Newport Tea Room, across the table from the 
man from South Dakota, on the 13th day of August 1914, he said, "My Friend, I 
have read your book entitled, "Letters Relating to Plans for a Life Work." You 
are quite familiar with my work "The Creation of a World (City) Centre of Com¬ 
munication." It is clearly evident that you and I have been working for years 
on the very same basic ideas. True, even though we have not known of each other's 
work until within the last nine or ten months. 

"You and your associates have approached the whole matter from the point of 
view of educational men. You have planned an International University in great 
detail, with an ideal city around it, but you have gone into no details about the 
city. Myself and collaborators have approached the matter as artists and archi¬ 
tects. We have planned an ideal city in great detail, with an International Uni¬ 
versity in it, but we have worked out no details for that University. 
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"Now, I desire to invite you, and the dozen or more men associated with you, 
to take full charge of all educational matters in the entire city, complete the 
development of your International University and locate it in the International 
Centre of our City, Anything I can do to help furnish detailed plans for your 
University buildings, and everything possible in the nature of publicity to put 
the idea before the world; will be given gladly," 

That invitation was accepted by the man from South Dakota and his associates. 
That compact, made while World War I was breaking upon the World, still stands 
today, except for the fact that Mr. Andersen has passed from this life. How- 
ever, his sister, Lucy, still lives in Rome, keeps in touch by letter with "the 
man from South Dakota," and has a committee in Rome working toward the final 
realization of her brother's dreams and practical plans. 

God only knows how long it may be before such a"Wfcrld Centre (City) of Com¬ 
munication" will be built with "The University of the Notions" in the "Interna¬ 
tional Centre" thereof; but two things are as certain as night following day; 
namely, 


1. No student will ever come to a God J s Way Learners College and Academy, 
and later be allowed to leave, without being told of Hendrik Christian Andersen 
and his great and practical plans for helping to bring Peace, Understanding, and 
Good Will to all the world. 

2. There will never be found any people in all the world who are better 
qualified to help realize in concrete form the ideas and plans inspired by God 
in the heart and mind of Hendrik Andersen, than will be the people who have been 
inspired spiritually, developed mentally and physically, and properly trained 
for the practical, everyday, affairs of life by the God's Way "International 
Educational institutions." 

There are six or eight other specific and equally far-reaching practical 
projects, to aid in the realization of God's Kingdom on this earth, which lack 
of time and space prevents being mentioned. However, just one of them must be 
given a short paragraph. 

In the January 10, 1954, issue of "This Week" magazine, which goes as a 
Sunday Supplement with some 35 of the great daily newspapers of this nation, Mr. 
Edward W. Barrett well known and able man of affairs, writes a masterful article 
entitled, "Needed: A Crusade of All Faiths," He makes a strong plea for all the 
Faiths, or different Religions of the World, to cooperate in making a reality, in 
all human lives, the four great common beliefs which the members of all Religions 
hold in common, and which are given at the bottom of page one of this document. 

The attitude and purpose of God's Way Foundation relative to this great 
Crusade proposed by Mr. Barrett is expressed near the bottom of that same page 
one.

bar was anathema. Through the ac¬ 
tions of interracial councils and com¬ 
missions, through research and publi¬ 
cations, they and their associates 
sowed the seeds of a greater South. 

Four years before the Supreme 
Court handed down its historic deci¬ 
sion, the Presbyterian Synod of Ala¬ 
bama declared: “Segregation is living 
on borrowed time.” Meanwhile, 
church-related colleges, graduate and 
professional schools of state universi¬ 
ties and theological seminaries were 
opening their doors to all qualified 
students. Hence, when the Supreme 
Court finally struck down the Plessy 
doctrine, the leaders of most of the 
religious bodies in the South were al¬ 
ready prepared to sanction its ruling. 

For a brief interval after the Su¬ 
preme Court rendered its verdict it 
looked as though a good many cities 
and communities in the South would 
take steps to keep faith with the court. 
But, alas, this affirmative spirit soon 
encountered a different temper. 
Tough-willed resistance movements 
began emerging, springing up first of 
all in the lower South, led by ardent 
segregationists whose more extreme 


in the present century 
the South been so deeply 
in soul as it is today, 
is, of course, partly the 
pressures arising out of a far- 
reaching decision of the Supreme 
Court. But its root goes deeper. 

Unless I am seriously mistaken, it 
stems from a growing conviction that 
our legally imposed color bar is in 
basic conflict with both the demo¬ 
cratic ethic and the Christian faith. 
This conflict is involving us of the 
South in a deepening moral crisis. 

In meditating upon our present 
crisis, my thought has turned often to 
that dramatic story recorded in the 
ninth chapter of Acts. In passionate 
loyalty to his ancestral tradition, Saul 
of Tarsus earnestly tried to wipe out 
the early Christians. Yet the more 
fiercely Saul persecuted the early 
Christians, the more brightly the 
moral flame burned within his con¬ 
science, until at last the scales fell 
from his blinded eyes and he was 
transformed into an advocate of that 
which he had formerly opposed. 

We of the South, I am persuaded, 
are experiencing an inner moral con¬ 


flict which broadly parallels that of 
Saul of Tarsus. The light from above 
is disturbing our consciences. Will the 
heavenly flame eventually burn 
through our clouded vision and trans¬ 
form our racial perspective? 

My considered answer, based final¬ 
ly upon faith in the sovereignty of 
God, is a strong Yes. Our moral road 
to Damascus may be long and tortu¬ 
ous but we are on our way. When I 
say we are on our way, I mean simply 
that thousands of white Southerners, 
especially our youth, can no longer 
morally justify the principle of racial 
segregation. 

One fact is worth emphasizing at 
the outset. This new spiritual outlook 
did not start on May 17, 1954, when 
the Supreme Court first ruled against 
the Plessy doctrine. Ever since World 
War I, the South has been, in fact, the 
scene of the prophetic labors of such 
men as the late Will Alexander and 
Howard Odum, to whom the color

members openly defied the Supreme 
Court. They insisted on the freedom 
of their respective states to do as they 
pleased yet did not tolerate that same 
freedom within their own borders. 

This spirit of resistance later spread 
to the upper South as well. Although 
revealing itself in sweeter words, the 
over-all effect was the same. 

Almost everywhere the prevailing 
mood has been to prevent any local 
community from cracking the wall of 
segregation. Even where the color bar 
has been outlawed, as in public edu¬ 
cation, the Negro is exhorted to vol¬ 
unteer to remain segregated. This 
frozen temper says: “Don’t give an 
inch or you will have to give a mile.” 

Inflexible Mood 

Great dangers lie ahead of a South 
in this inflexible mood. First of all, 
we are in danger of jeopardizing our 
public schools. The movement to as¬ 
sign to local communities the final de¬ 
cision on questions of vital school 
policy, hitherto reserved to state 
boards of education, can easily scuttle 
the hard-won standards which have 
been a half-century in building. 

This backward trend threatens to 
saddle the South with all the evils of 
the old district school system. The 
outcome could be not a state-wide 
system but a patchwork of uneven 
standards and programs. Add to this 
the legal option of any local commu¬ 
nity to abolish its public schools alto¬ 
gether and the prospect is alarming. 

A second danger is that the South 
may cut itself off from the main cur¬ 
rents of national life — industrial, po¬ 
litical, cultural. Our twentieth-century 
form of secession could be secession, 
not from the political household of 
the Union, as in 1860, but from the 
great body of democratic civilization. 
It is as true of a region as it is of an 
individual that if it tries to live unto 
itself, it will shrivel up and die. 

Such a decaying process would be 
hastened by the migration of our 
abler youth to freer sections of the 
nation, as happened in the wake of the 
Civil War. Meanwhile the present 
flow into our region of industrialists, 
scientists, skilled technicians and vo¬ 
cational specialists would slow down 
to a trickle. This two-way loss of crea¬ 
tive leadership would abandon the 
South to political demagogues, cul¬ 
tural drones and moral bigots. 

Still another danger is that we will 
so bungle our interracial relations at 
home as to cripple America’s moral 


leadership in the larger world commu¬ 
nity. The shameful Autherine Lucy 
spectacle and the barbaric Emmet Till 
murder were unfolded daily to the 
Chinese, Africans, Indonesians and 
other colored peoples who are coming 
to power in the greatest revolution of 
modern history. They measure our 
morality and our goodwill by our 
deeds, not by our words. When the 
Supreme Court first ruled against seg¬ 
regated public schools, totalitarian 
governments predicted that the South 
would not abide by the ruling. Shall 
we in the South fulfill their prophe¬ 
cies? If we do, we will undercut Amer¬ 
ica’s moral influence and give aid and 
comfort to the mortal enemies of de¬ 
mocracy. 

But that which should give us the 
deepest concern is the tragic fact that 
we dare risk all these dangers because 
of a fundamentally anti-Christian as¬ 
sumption about a group of our fellow- 
men. After taking a wide-ranging poll 
of Southern sentiment, Howard Odum 
declared that the heart of our credo 
can be summed up in these words: 
“The Negro is a Negro and nothing 
more.” In other words, the Negro is 
humanly inferior to the white man. 

Let us then face squarely our 
Southern credo, judging it in the light 
of the Christian revelation which 
came to Saul as he took the road to 
Damascus. He did more, without 
question, than any other follower of 
Jesus to emancipate the early church 
from its bondage to Judaism and 7 
transform it into a fellowship of 
races. For this very reason his fellow 
Jews conspired to kill him. 

Nevertheless, he “was not disobedi¬ 
ent to the heavenly vision.”- Later 
when Peter wavered in his supraracial 
views, Paul boldly rebuked him: “Is 
God the God of the Jews only?” 
Again, Paul asked the Christians at 
Rome: “Is he not the God of Gentiles 
also?” To that question he made his 
own reply: “Yes, of Gentiles also, 
since God is one.” 

Note well Paul’s decisive words, 
“since God is one.” Paul laid here the 
very cornerstone of Christian commu¬ 
nity. It is faith, not race, that deter¬ 
mines the range of our Christian fel¬ 
lowship. Where true faith in one God 
abides there is no bar. “There is 
neither Jew nor Greek . . . neither 
slave nor free . . . for you are all one 
in Christ Jesus.” 

Is it not clear, then, why we white 
churchmen should be conscience- 
stricken? Since God is one, we are 


members one of another — equally 
subject to God’s judgment and mercy, 
equally accountable to him, equally 
valuable in his sight. Hence, to dis¬ 
criminate against a single one of his 
children on the ground of race is to 
impugn the moral character of God. 
Human equality is not the gift of man, 
it is the gift of God; human equality is 
therefore an unalienable spiritual at- ► 
tribute of every child of God. 

When we consider the Supreme 
Court’s decision from this Christian 
perspective, we are bound to admit 
that it is morally right. If, therefore, 
this ruling is being bitterly assailed in 
the South, it is due in no small meas¬ 
ure to the ethical infirmity of our 
Christianity. Many of the most rabid 
enemies of the court’s ruling are ar¬ 
ticulate members of our churches. 

Christian Perspective 

How long will be our journey to 
Damascus? It will continue as long as 
we persist in our unchristian delusion 
that our colored brother is “only a 
Negro and nothing more.” A funda¬ 
mental change of heart may require a 
very extended journey, a journey of 
trial and tribulation under the judg¬ 
ment of God. Nevertheless, since the 
moral flame from heaven is already 
penetrating our consciences, the eter¬ 
nal light will eventually burn away the 
scales which obscure a larger visiomqf 
pod’s kingdom. ,\ 

/ Symbolic of a new day is a general- \ 
ly unknown act performed by the 
South’s greatest Civil War hero. With¬ 
in a year after the Confederate sur¬ 
render at Appomattox, an unwanted 
Negro entered one of Richmond’s 
fashionable churches while holy com¬ 
munion was being served, made his 
way down the aisle and knelt at the 
communion altar. The congregation 
sat aghast and emotions quickened. 
Sensing the situation, a distinguished 
layman arose in his pew, stepped for¬ 
ward to the altar and knelt beside his 
colored brother. Captured by this 
spirit, the congregation followed his 
magnanimous example. 

That layman was Robert E. Lee. 
On that Sunday morning he won the 
greatest battle of his career. For 
“greater is he that mastereth his spirit 
than he that taketh a city.” By the 
grace of God, Robert E. Lee lighted 
a spiritual torch which will never go 
out until we of the South, black and 
white, are transformed into a fellow¬ 
ship as broad and as enduring as the 
love of Christ.

INDIA LETTER 


After June 20 
15)0 Fifth Avenue 
New York 11, N.Y. 


I am seated in the Ashram building in my beloved Sat Tall in the Himalayas. 
I have two weeks before the Ashram opens and I am spending these two weeks in be¬ 
ginning the new book on ’’MATURITY 0 , an interpretation of the Epistle of First John. 
For a year I have been gathering material and letting the message soak into the 
pores of my being. Now for -a year, or perhaps less, I will be writing in snatches 
of time on trains, planes, between meetings. This is my longest stretch of free 
time I shall have. I have finished the Introduction and am on the fifth week with 
only more to go I But once I get started, I love it — it's fun. 

I left America the last of January. My last meeting in the States was in 
the Arena at Norfolk, Va., and in the audience of four thousand, one-third were 
Negroes and two-thirds of the choir were Negroes, I thanked them for that meeting 
for I knew that the first thing they would ask me in the East would be: "VJhat is 
America going to do about segregation?” and I could tell them that, according to 
that meeting, the two races were going to work this thing out together under C-od. 

On my way to India I stopped for a week in Cairo and held evangelistic 
meetings in the great Evangelical Church, holding two thousand, with Dr. Ibrahim 
Said, "the silver tongue of the Nile,” as pastor. 

Then on to India. After holding public addresses for non-Christians’in 
Gorakhpur, Belgaum, Madurai, I went to'the great Syrian Christian Convention, prob¬ 
ably the largest in the world, with 50,000 people in attendance. A sad split had 
come into the Mar Thoma Church between the Evangelicals and the High Church Party 
and a court case had arisen. Between speaking two and three times a day I tried to 
get both the groups together on an agreed statement. For a solid week we were in 
conferences between meetings — a terrific strain, and worse, it seemed to end in 
failure. But two weeks after the Convention all of the clergy and bishops agreed 
unanimously on a statement which was practically the one we drew up. There was 
great rejoicing. A great church decided to be one! 

After a convention among the Jacobites (Old Orthodox) I went North and had 
a series in the virile Punjab — Saharanpur, Jagadhri, Jullundur, Hoshiarpur,

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Ludhiana, Ambala, Dehra Dun and Rishikesh, where I was the guest of a Hindu, Ashram 
called the Divine Life Society, They seem to he grooming their Guru to he a Rein¬ 
carnation of Christ — tall order! After I had spoken in a college of the Arya 
Samaj, our bitterest opponents, I found written in the dust on our car, "Long live 
U.S.A." an appreciated note amid so much criticism of U.S.A. in India, especially in 
regard to our arming of Pakistan, A blunder. Then after several places in Gujarat 
— Ahmedabad and Wadiad -- large crowds in the open and great response, I went to 
Burma, 


lie began our series there with a great sunrise Easter service for all Chris¬ 
tians in a school compound. An American Negro, public relations man, connected with 
the American Embassy, prayed. Then after several meetings in Rangoon we went to 
Kalaw in the mountains for an Ashram. A party of 25 coming the 325 miles by train 
took four days to get there, for 38 bridges had been blown up by the rebels, seven 
of them one night when they were on the train! They arrived in good spirits! One 
girl in the Ashram, a Karen, had been four years with the rebel forces in the 
jungles, dodging the government troops. Took nerve. She really got something at 
the Ashram and was transformed. I wrote a letter to the four Karen Christian lead¬ 
ers who are still in the underground rebel forces urging them to give up this use¬ 
less and disastrous struggle and come out and cooperate, I found these rebel lead¬ 
ers has been reading my book on Gandhi and discussing it around the camp fires at 
night! 


After Burma I went to Malaya — the most fruitful portion of my evangelistic 
tour. Had meetings in Penang, Ipoh, Kuala Lumpur, Klang and Singapore. In Singa¬ 
pore, the night meetings were held in front of the Anglican Cathedral. There were 
2,500 chairs and people were standing at the back. Between two and three hundred 
signed decision cards each night and were taken into the Cathedral where they were 
dealt with by 100 trained counsellors. Most of those making decisions were Chinese. 
Malaya is very ripe and I must go back again in two years. 

I made two visits to the Nur Manzil Psychiatric Center at Lucknow, for which 
I am responsible. It has had its best year. Dr. Boss, President of the Interna¬ 
tional Psychiatric Association, Professor of Zurich University, stayed at the Center 
for six months, had seminars with our staff. He is a top psychiatrist of the world 
and approved of the Center and is to be an advisor and will visit us every two years. 
He is a Christian psychiatrist and helped us much. Dr. Norrell has gone to Sweden 
on furlough and Dr. Hoch, of Zurich, Switzerland, has taken her place. We feel very 
fortunate in having Dr, Hoch, an able and a deeply Christian psychiatrist. 

The work at the Center has expanded and now we are putting up new buildings 
to be called "The E.V. Moorman Memorial," in honor and memory of my dear friend. 

The fund given by Mrs. E.V. Moorman provides for a very beautiful set of buildings, 
but does not provide for the furnishing of the rooms. One hundred dollars will fur¬ 
nish a room. If you x-rould like to furnish a room, please send the check to the Rev, 
H. Burnham Kirkland, Treas., Division of World Missions, 150 Fifth Avenue, New York 
11, N.Y., stating that it is for "The E.V. Moorman Memorial Fund," and your name 

De put up in the room. After a grilling and gruelling year I should' be a rag. 
But I'm not — I'm fresh in Him, It has been the best year of my life — so far! 

With my gratitude for what you have done by prayer and financial help.
